ago from South America bringing a large supply ot tresh fruits 
\\ hich can he sold ;it very reasonable prices, all things consid- 
ered. Of course it will be impossible to buy them at the prices 


• ai which native fruits are sold, but considering the distance 
•which they are brought, and the time of year, there is no room 
for fault-finding; with the cost. In the report of this new devel- 
opment it is stated that "indulgence in summer fruits in mid- 
winter, which has been confined strictly to the fortunate pos- 
sessors of incomes sufficient to satisfy luxurious appetites, has 
undergone a decided change. 
II is now possible for the general 


public, at prices within reason, to have summer fruits through- 
out the chilly months." 
' 


This project has been taken up by the Munson Line, openu- 


ingShipping (Board vessels between South American ports and 
New York. Decided cuts have been made in the running time, 
the winter refrigerating plans adopted in Ihe (irsf shipment 
were altogether'successful and large accomplishments are iui. 
prospect. 
It is believed that the business can be conducted on 


a scale which will mean much lo the people of this northern 
latitude during- the winter months, and also (he development 
of a profitable business. 
Larger shipments are promised im- 


.mediately and apparently the lime is at hand when the people 
cm have the luxuries of summer in midwinter al an outlay 
entirely reasonable when all the conditions are considered. 


This is an important development with large possibilities 


ahead. The public is already used to (he enjoyment of fruits 
and vegetables from the South long before Ihe snow leaves the 
ground in these northern slates, but here comes a proposition 
to supply these luxuries in the very heart of winter. It is sum- 
mer in South America when il is winter here. The queslion ol 


''quick and safe transportation is Ihe only queslion involved, 


and if Ihis has not already been solved it certainly is in process 
of solution. The success of future shipments will be watched 
with special interest because of the fact that if the enterprise 
'.works out as expected it will mean much in (lie way of busi- 
ness,'besides adding greatly lo (he comfort of the public at a 
.season when fresh f rails and vegetables, aside from Ihe limited 
products of (he hothouses, have been out of the queslion in 
(he past. 


A pleasant thought in connection with such an enterprise is 


that there need be no fear oi inactivity as a result of reduction 
of armaments. The people of this country may be trusted io 
keep moving. 
If they are not making armaments they will be 


doing something else. 
Inventions will continue to come and 


. improvements will continue lo be made in connection wilh 
business and production of all kinds, and the world will be (he- 
better for it. Victories of peace will continue to be won, blood- 
less victories which instead of taking life will multiply the 
comforts and enjoyments of life. 


Such a victory is the one which appears to have been 


achieved in this instance and there will be a general hope ihat 


1 the highest expectations may be fully realized. The last half- 
century has brought great changes in the conditions of living, 
and it would be a very ambitious person who should attempt 
to forecast what tlie next fifty years will bring forth.
